The tournament in that case would 
become as useless as a general election in the Democratic States 
of the Sclid South.

Maryland’s Preakness hasn’t drawn the na- 
tion-wide ballyhoo that Kentucky’s Derby has 
known in recent years, but to Maryland it has

meant even more. 

This is Maryland's big day. The Derby belongs to the nation 
more than it belongs to Kentucky, but the Preakness belongs to 
Baltimore and Maryland exclusively. 

The Black-eyed Susans here stand well above Kentucky's roses 
and the horse which captures the Preakness is just as important 
as the winner of the Derby or the Belmont in the triple crown. 

It was back in 1873, two years before Aristides won the first 
Kentucky Derby, that a gallant thoroughbred known as Survivor 
won the first Preakness. 

So the Preakness has a two-year jump over the Derby 
when in the good old days purses ran from $2,500 to $3,000 
and often dropped below $1,500. Buddhist’s purse was about 
$1,130 In 1889 and the Preakness was not resumed until 1909 
when Effendi won. 

It was not until 1922 that the Preakness hit its true Maryland 
stride and paid out $51,000 to Pillory, the winner. In 1947 the 
Preakness slipped a wad containing $98,005 to Calumet’s Faultless, 
the all-time top in currency. Assault collected second top at 
$96,620 with Citation drawing down $91,870. 

Those good, old gold-crowned days ag over for the time 
being. But the 1950 Preakness should offer an even better 
race than any of the few wild financial upheavals mentioned. 
They have more closely matched and better horses for 1950 
—in a group—than I've ever seen in a Preakness, although I 
wasn't around when Survivor and Culpepper ran in 1873 
and 1874. I doubt either could run with Hill Prince on even 
terms. Or with Middleground and Mr. Trouble. 

This 1950 Preakness has just as much class as the Kentucky 
Derby had. It has the three leading stars and others just as good 
as the Derby showed. It also has much more argument attached 
in the wake of the Derby and the Withers. 

Before the Derby practically everyone was in the dark. Today 
the dark is even deeper. The Hill Prince-Middleground debate is 
keener. And Mr. Trouble has moved close into the main attion 
of the picture. 

It is conceivable that some outsider will climb into the middle 
of the main act—but hardly likely. 


Rear} This impending Preakness will have a big bearing on 
APing the three-year-old campaign of 1950. 

If Middleground wins, the King Ranch horse will have a big 
jump on Hill Prince and the rest of the field. 

If Hill Prince wins, the Virginia-Chenery horse will move out 
in front with his added victories in the Wood Memorial sand the 
Withers. This wouldn't worry Bob Kleberg, who would just as 
soon retire Middleground and rate the Derby as sufficient unto the 
day or the season. 

If Mr. Trouble wins, and Mr. Trouble can, the main issue 
will be thrown into the Belmont in June. At the moment 
Mr. Trouble is behind his twe famous rivals. He still has 
the Blue Grass as a starting point, a third in the Derby—and 
if he can pick up the Preakness he may be favored in the 
Belmont. 

The Derby has class and color, but after all it is no more im- 
portant than the Preakness and not actually as important as the 
mile-and-a-half Belmont, the true testing distance. The Preakness 
and Belmont come iater in the season than the Derby, when 
thoroughbreds have a better chance to develop.

Defense Picture 


On Armed Forces Day 


Armed Forces Day ought to be, and is, 
a day of stock-taking regarding the ability 
of this country and its allies to meet any 
aggressive move by our only potential 
enemy, Soviet Russia. 

Our unpreparedness is perennial and 
almost proverbial. Adm. Carney dwelt on 
it upon his arrival here to participate in 
Armed Forces Day activities. Bernard 
Baruch, elder statesman whose ability to 
analyze situations is legendary, deplored 
it—and offered remedies—in a speech in 
New York the other night. 

The day for which we must ‘be pre- 
pared for anything is put by some experts 
as early as 1952. Others say 1954 and some 
place the date in-between. All admit, 
though, that unless the long-term ambi- 
tions of the Soviet Union somehow are 
changed the time will come when we must 
be ready to defend ourselves. Only by 
strength can we obviate disaster—strength 
sufficient to deter aggression or to defeat 
it if it should come. 

There are some hopeful signs that the 
indecision that has characterized official 
Washington’s thinking the past two years 
gradually is being replaced by the ability 
to face realities. The agreement of North 
Atlantic Pact members to work toward 
collective security with a single, unified 
force rather than attempt to integrate sep- 
arate national forces into an over-all de- 
fense plan is part of the new pattern 
emerging. Under this situation the United 
States will be largely responsible for long- 
range strategic bombing and for keeping 
the sea lanes open. This means enlarge- 


ment of the Air Force,*particularly the~, 


Strategic Bombing Command, as well as 
a stronger Navy. 

Another encouraging development was 
the recent Air Force announcement that 
greater emphasis would be laid on tactical 
air support of ground troops—a phase 
which so far has received too little recog- 
nition. 

As urgent as is the problem of building 
up our armed strength, the over-all picture 
ms the national economy cannot be left out 
of consideration. Our enemies would pre- 
fer to see us fall by economic collapse 
rather than be forced to fight a doubtful 
war. Unlike a totalitarian country, we 
cannot channel all our resources into pre- 
paredness. That is why we must make sure 
of a dollar’s worth of defense for every 
dollar spent. 

There yet are many deficiencies. Con- 
gress still haggles over a draft law which, 
at best, is inadequate. There is no ready 

lan for industrial conversion, civilian de- 
ense, for mobilization of all resources 
which would be necessary in case war 
should come. 

There are signs the defense picture is 
brightening. But it yet remains a dreary 
one. We have a long way to go.

Driving Not 
An Inherent Right 


The State of Georgia’s hospital and 
health program has suffered a blow in the 
death of John E. Ransom, Director of the 
Division of Hospital Services for the State 
Health Department and Administrator for 
Georgia of Hill-Burton funds. 


Mr. Ransom was a veteran hospital ad- 
ministrator who came to Georgia after his 
official retirement to help the State make 
the best use of Federal and local funds in 
setting up community and regional hos- 
pitals and health centers. 

He died Thursday from injuries in an 
auto crash last month on the four-lane 
highway near Marietta. 

The driver of the car which hit Mr. 
Ransom was killed instantly in the acci- 
dent, in which police said his car crossed 
the center strip on the four-lane highway 
to collide with the Ransom vehicle. 

Significant is the fact that this driver 
had in his pocket receipts showing that a 
few days .before he had made bond on 
driving under the influence charges in 
Marietta and in Polk County. 

How long are we going to let repeaters 
carry a license and.stay at the wheel of 
a car? 

Right now a case has been appealed 
from the Atlanta traffic court testing 
whether that court has a right to lift a 
driver’s license. If it does not, then the law 
ought to give it that power. 

Driving an automobile is not an inher- 
ent right of mankind. It is a privilege that 
must be earned. Flagrant abuse of that 

rivilege should mean its immediate for- 
eit. ese

The case didn’t come to light until Of- 
ficer Logan was haled into court on the 
charge he himself had made, thereby 
proving he was interested in impartial 
justice rather than publicity.

Lend as Well as 
Love Your Enemy? 


With the exception of Soviet Russia and its 
satellites, no country in the world is more an- 
tagonistic toward the United States than Ar- 


gentina. 

Moreover, now that Hitler and Mussolini are dead and Franco 
is mellowing, there is no more ruthless Fascist dictatorship than 
that which Johnny Peron currently heads in Argentina. 

Yet the Export-Import Bank has just “lent” $125,000,000 of 
the U. S. taxpayers’ hard-earned money to Argentina’s Peronista 
government. 

Is there any reason why the United States isn’t increasingly 
regarded, not as Uncle Sam, but as Uncle Sucker? 


Hate for U. Ss. No one who hasn't been there can conceive 

of the animosity which the average Argen- 
tine holds for the United States. Some of it is inherent. in the 
makeup of the proud and arrogant people who inhabit the poten- 
tially great South American country. Some of it stems from the 
fact that our South American policy traditionally has been in 
favor of its great rival, Brazil. But much of its fury has been

No one who has not heard the viciously anti-American ha- 
rangues which the pompous Peron delivers before 200,000 shriek- 
ing sycophants in the Plaza de Mayo, or who has not read the 
rabid denunciation of this country in his wife’s shakedown-sheet, 
DEMOCRACIA, can conceive of the bitterness of the hatred in 
which the Argentine government holds the United States. 


Argentine Axis Argentina was openly sympathetic to the 
Axis in the last war. 

Argentina has given refuge and asylum—and even high places 
in its government—to Hitler’s lieutenants. 

And Argentine agents are at work, all over South America, 
undermining democracy and attempting to set up a Peronista 
confederation. Governments of the same ilk have already been 
established in Peru and Venezuela. With known Argentine as- 
sistance, the Fascist elements of Bolivia twice have tried to over- 
throw the government and soon may be successful.

GOP Liberals 
Hail Duff Win 


WASHINGTON—The downfall of the old 

Grundy machine in the recent Pennsylvania 

Republican primaries is being hailed by pro- 

gressive elements of the GOP as a harbinger of 

better times for the party. Certainly it is that the stunning 

victory of Gov. James H. Duff may be regarded as a victory for 

the progressive faction of the party and a jolting setback for the 

Old Guard conservative leadership which has dominated Pennsyl- 

vania Republican affairs for the past quarter of a century and 
more. 

Opposing Gov. Duff, who was a candidate for the GOP sena- 
torial nomination, was the heretofore powerful organization head- 
ed by former Sen. Joseph R. Grundy. Grundy and his group have 
openly operated through the headquarters of the well-heeled 
Pennsylvania Manufacturers Association. It long has been a car- 
dinal principle of this group that what is good for business is best 


for party policy. 

The Issue The Philadelphia Bulletin, a leading Republican 
paper, stated the issue somewhat concisely in these 

words: “Whether Pennsylvania Republicanism should stick to the 

old policies which the country as a whole has outgrown, or accept 

what is sound in social progress and concentrate on fighting ex- 

cursions into socialism.” 

The issue was thus clear-cut and the verdict was decisive. 
Duff piled up a majority of more than two to one, carrying to 
victory with him his candidate for the gubernatorial nomination, 
John S. Fine. 

It remains only to be seen now whether the Duff forces can 
go on to final victory in the November general elections. Pre- 
sumably they will, as Pennsylvania has long been rated as one of 
the chief GOP strongholds of the country, with a record of having 
been carried only three times by the Democrats in Presidential 
elections of the past 50 years or more—each time by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The Democrats have put up a strong ticket in Sen. Francis J. 
Myers, present Majority Whip of the Senate, and Richardson Dil- 
worth, the young Philadelphia City Treasurer who was picked to 
run for Governor because of his upset victory over the en- 
trenched GOP machine last year. But unless the Grundy group 
sulks in its tent the Duff slate will probably win. Sen. Myers, 
now serving his first term, came in on the Roosevelt landslide 
of 1944. 

What Gov. Duff preached in the campaign has been ihe hue 
and cry of progressive elements in the party for the past decade. 
The more liberal-minded leaders have contended that the GOP 
could never expect to return to power nationally until it divorced 
itself from the Old Guard principles of staid conservatism which 
have held sway for so long. 

Pennsylvania may therefore set an example which might be 
followed in other State GOP contests. The State has long exer- 
cised a leadership in Republican affairs. If that proves true, we 
may well expect a different complexion to the next Republican 
National Convention. 

But in any event, the victory of the Duff forces is bound to 
have an important influence in the selection of the next Republi- 
can candidate for President. It means that the powerful Pennsyl- 
vania delegation, second largest of any of the States, will throw 


its support to a liberal candidate.

through education. We do not claim that pro- 
hibition will stop all drinking but may I quote 
from The Atlanta Constitution November, 1908, 
after Georgia's dry law went into effect in Janu- 
ary of that same year: “There has not been a 
serious business failure this year, and more 
money has passed through the clearing house 
than in any 20 years before, and, in the light of 
these facts, the saloon is gone from Georgia for- 
ever.” Again from The Constitution, June, 1912: 
“Bank clearings in Georgia showed an in- 
crease of $40,000,000, and real estate was worth 
from three to five times as much as before pro- 
hibition.” 

By curtailing the sale and drinking of alco- 
holic beverages prohibition brought a wave of 
prosperity to Georgia. It can do it again. There 
is nothing wrong with a prohibition law but 
when your officials are members of so-called 
private clubs whose purpose is to circumvent 
the law it breeds a contempt for law. The ma- 
jority of the people of Georgia favor pronibition; 
it was the minority who legalized liquor in 
Georgia and this is supposed to be a democratic 
government ruled by the wishes of the majority.

Asia and Africa May 
Yet Balance World Trade

The Marshall Plan, which has had astounding accep- 
tance in a country that 30 years ago turned its back on the 
World Court on the thesis that it had no interest in the 
affairs of Europe, may have actually been oversold to 
Americans, Dr. Catherine Sims, Agnes Scott professor, 


said this week. 


“It will be a disillusioning ex- 
perience when we discover that 
the ECA which has worked 
virtual miracles in recovery, has 
been no panacea against Com- 
munism or the dollar shortage, 
and that it will be necessary to 
continue aid to Europe-far be- 
yond 1952.” 


Dr. Sims spoke to the Atlanta 
Chapter, American Society of 
Women Accountants at their 
sixth annual Public Relations 
Dinner on “The Marshall Plan 
».. What Next?” 

Her only hint of a future step 
came when she remarked that 
the much discussed Fourth Point 
in President Truman’s Inaugu- 
ral, the investment of American 
finance and technology in the 
under-developed areas of the 
world might mean that eventual- 
ly Asiatic and African rehabili- 
tation would “redress the bal- 
ance of the Western World.”

Georgian Puts U p 
His Gun, Gets Out 
Old Rod and Reel

The hunting season in Georgia is over, so now let's go fishing. 
As Spring opens up and the weather gets warm, many Georgians 
are beginning to wonder “how are they biting” down in. the lake 
or rivers. 
Fishing in Georgia is older than the State itself. Fish was a 
principal food of the territory’s first residents, the Indians, who also 
, knew the value of fertilizer and put a dead fish 
in their corn (maize) “hills” to push the growth | 
of that plant. 
There are abundant streams in the 
State that afferd excellent fishing grounds. 
These vary from the community creeks, 
that usually have large enough ponds in 
them to afford fishing; lakes and many 
ponds, formed mostly by grist (grain) 
mills; rivers, and then, last, but the largest, 
the Atlantic Ocean with more than 106 ° 
miles frontage on Georgia. 
This writer, while born and reared on a 
Crawford County farm, and spent much time 
fishing in nearby Ulcahatchee creek, has never 
caught a fish that was six inches long. (A truth- 
. ful fisherman!) Yet, Neighbor “Fed” Harris 
1k be could catch a long string most any time from 
Stiles Martin. the same pond. 
Fish were himited in those days mostly to three kinds, catfish, 
perch nd minnows, with minnows prevailing.
